Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  submitting 
for  your  consideration  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  City  during  the  year  1926.  In 
accordance  with  the  suggestion  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  this 
is  an  Ordinary  Report  as  distinct  from  the  more  comprehensive 
Survey  Report  of  1925,  which  dealt  with  a period  of  five  years. 
For  the  most  part  it  is  a statement  of  work  done  in  connection 

with  municipal  health  activities,  and  a record  of  vital 
statistics. 

Several  noteworthy  advances  took  place  in  1926.  Amongst 
them  may  be  mentioned  the  issue  of  new  Regulations  concern- 
ing Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia,  the  passing  of  the 
Adoption  of  Children  Act,  the  partial  coming  into  force  of  the 
Preservatives  in  Food  Regulations  and  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Act,  the  use  of  the  mechanical  killer  in  slaughter-houses,  and 
the  registration  of  Maternity  Homes.  In  addition,  we  were 
able  to  extend  our  work  among  crippled  children;  to  add  to 
our  Tuberculosis  Scheme  by  providing  (a)  beds  for  adult 
patients  suffering  from  the  non-pulmonary  form  of  the 
disease,  and  (b)  treatment  by  means  of  ultra-violet  rays;  to 
organise  the  scheme  outlined  in  my  last  report  for  assisting 
cancer  patients;  and  to  obtain  increased  efficiency  in  certain 
other  departments. 

It  IS  not  always  easy  for  those  brought  into  immediate 
contact  with  individual  cases  of  distress  and  injustice,  or  with 
conditions  wliich  ought  never  to  have  been  allowed  to  arise, 
to  preserve  a sound  judgment  as  to  our  progress  in  matters 
relating  to  housing.  Particularly  is  this  so  in  regard  to  the 
slum  problem.  It  is  true  that  repairs  and  improvements  are 
constantly  lieing  carried  out  through  the  sanitary  department 
of  the  Health  Office,  but  superficial  observation  would  suggest 
that  little  or  nothing  is  being  done  to  get  at  the  root  of  the 
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difficulty  and  to  replace  bad  houses  by  good  ones  within  the 
economic  reach  of  the  tenants  concerned.  Housing,  however, 
is  a complex  and  far-reaching  subject  which  has  to  be  con- 
sidered in  terms  of  years  rather  than  months.  For  this  reason, 
the  present  position  can  be  judged  only  in  the  light  of  future 
developments.  The  amount  of  progress  so  far  made  must 
ultimately  be  measured  by  the  nature  of  the  large  reconstruc- 
tion schemes  now  being  elaborated  and  by  the  effective  support 
which  ratepayers  are  prepared,  in  due  course,  to  give  them. 

I have  again  the  pleasant  duty  of  expressing  my  thanks 
to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  various  Committees  con- 
cerned with  Public  Health  work  for  the  sympathetic  considera- 
tion they  have  always  given  to  suggestions  brought  before 
them,  and  to  the  whole  of  the  Health  Office  Staff  for  the  loyal 
and  efficient  way  in  which  they  have  carried  on  the  work  of 
the  Department.

STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  City  of  Bath  is  a County  Borough,  with  an  area  of 
5,152  acres.  The  population  according  to  the  Census  figures  of 
1921  was  68,300,  and  was  estimated  to  be  69,000  at  the  middle 
of  1926.  Prior  to  the  extension  of  the  boundary  in  1911  the 
area  was  3,382  acres  and  the  population  about  50,000. 

Although  Bath  is  to  a great  extent  a residential  rather 
than  an  industrial  City,  there  are  several  large  works  in  which 
engineering,  cabinet  making,  the  manufacture  of  cloth,  and 
other  industries  are  carried  on. 

Details  in  regard  to  the  number  of  houses  and  families, 
together  with  much  other  statistical  information,  may  be  found 
in  tbe  Summary  on  pages  4 and  5.

Vital  Statistics.  A detailed  summary  of  figures  for  1926  and 
for  several  previous  years  is  given  on  pages 
4 and  5.  The  birth  rate  of  12.6  per  1,000  living  is  (except 
for  tw.o  war  years)  the  lowest  yet  recorded  and  is  much  lower 
than  that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole  (17.8). 
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The  corrected  death  rate  (10.2)  is  as  usual  less  than  that 
of  England  and  Wales  (11.6)  and  is  slightly  below  that  of 
1925  (10.5).  The  infant  mortality,  i.e.,  the  number  of  deaths 
under  one  year  for  every  1,000  births,  continues  to  be  ex- 
tremely satisfactory  in  relation  to  what  it  was  a generation 
ago  (e.g.,  58  in  1926;  average  of  130  for  10  years,  1891-1900). 

Except  for  a relatively  high  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  (see 
page  17),  the  amount  of  sickness  and  invalidity  has  not  been 
specially  noteworthy.

The  services  of  the  District 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  Patients  suffering  from  Cancer  may 
have  nursing  facilities  provided  at  the  cost  of  the  Council.  Ex- 
cept as  above,  no  arrangements  are  made  by  the  Health  Com- 
mittee for  nursing  cases  of  ordinary  sickness  or  of  infectious 
diseases  in  the  home. 

The  Bath  District  Nursing  Institute,  which  is  affiliated  to 
the  Queen  Victoria  Jubilee  Institute  for  Nurses,  was  founded 
in  1886  to  provide  skilled  nursing  for  the  sick  poor  in  their  own 
homes,  and  carries  on  very  valuable  work  of  this  kind.  It  is 
supported  by  voluntary  contributions.  During  the  year  end- 
ing 31st  March,  1927,  G Nurses  paid  23,986  visits  to  692  patients. 

Midwives.  The  Council  is  entirely  responsible  financially  for 
four  District  Midwives  and  also  for  those  working 
at  the  City  Maternity  Home  at  Rivers  Street.  No  subsidy  is 
given  to  any  others.  The  total  number  of  midwives  practising 
in  the  area  during  1926  was  21.  For  an  account  of  their  work 
reference  should  be  made  to  page  24. 

Legislation  in  Force.  An  account  of  the  special  Acts  and 

Bye-Laws  in  force  in  the  area  was 
given  in  some  detail  in  my  1925  Report  (pages  19-21)  and  need 
not  be  repeated  here.  To  the  list  of  Bye-Laws  mentioned,  the 
following  should  be  added  : —

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply.  An  ample  supply  of  pure  water  was  available 
throughout  the  year.  A few  complaints 
reached  the  Health  Office  to  the  effect  that  foreign  material  was 
coming  through  the  mains  and  enquiry  showed  that  they  were 
justified.  Bacteriological  examination,  however,  confirmed 
my  opinion  that  there  was  no  pathological  contamination 
likely  to  be  injurious  to  health.  The  complaints  were  referred 
to  the  Engineer  and  on  his  advice  certain  improvements  in 


connection  with  the  filtering  were  sanctioned.  It  is  hoped  that 
further  trouble  will  now  be  avoided. 

Bath  water  is  stored  in  reservoirs  supplied  by  deep  springs. 
It  is  moderately  hard  and  of  great  bacteriological  and  chemical 
purity.  The  average  daily  consumption  during  1926  was  25.4 
gallons  per  head  of  the  population. 

Rivers  and  Streams.  It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  any 

action  during  the  year  (nor  for  several 
years)  with  regard  to  pollution. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  Nearly  the  whole  of  the  sewage  of 

the  City  is  dealt  with  by  a combined 
water-carriage  system,  which  in  the  first  place  conveys  it  to 
the  Pumping  Station  at  Twerton.  From  here  it  passes  through 
a 30in.  main  for  a distance  of  over  five  miles  to  the  Sewage  Dis- 
posal Works  at  Saltforcl.  No  important  extensions  have  taken 
place  during  the  year,  but  interesting  and  valuable  experiments 
have  been  carried  out  by  the  City  Engineer  with  the  object  of 
improving  still  further  the  method  of  dealing  with  the  sewage 
at  the  Works. 

Closet  Accommodation.  An  adequate  system  of  water  closets 

is  in  use  in  nearly  the  whole  area. 
Only  in  outlying  districts  are  there  a few  earth  closets  and 
cesspools. 

Scavenging.  Arrangements  are  made  to  collect  refuse  once  a 
week  from  every  house  in  the  City,  generally  by 
means  of  covered  electric  vehicles.  It  is  then  conveyed  to  the 
Destructor  Works  in  the  Upper  Bristol  Road  and  burnt.  The 
use  of  portable  covered  metal  dustbins,  to  which  I referred  a 
year  ago,  has  not  yet  been  enforced. 

Smoke  Abatement.  On  account  of  the  coal  strike  and  in  view 

of  expected  new  legislation  on  the  matter, 
it  was  scarcely  possible  to  take  active  steps  to  deal  with  this 
problem  during  1926. 

Premises  and  Occupations  controlled  by  Bye-laws  and  Regu- 
lations. The  position  is  that  which  was  described  in  my  last 
Report.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  statistics  given  by  the  Chief 
Inspector  that  a considerable  amount  of  work  was  done  during 
1926  in  connection  with  this  important  matter.  New  legisla- 
tion is  constantly  imposing  fresh  duties  on  the  Department  and 
is  reflected  in  a continual  increase  in  the  number  of  inspections 
made  and  samples  taken.  The  figures  are  to  be  found  on  pages 
29  to  33  and  deserve  careful  study. 

Milk.  The  following  summary  shows  the  number  of  dairy- 
men in  the  City  licensed  to  supply  milk  in  accordance 
with  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1923:  —

Meat.  Inspections  under  the  Meat  Regulations  are  proceeding 
satisfactorily.  During  1926  the  Council,  after  careful 
and  prolonged  consideration,  adopted  a Bye-law  which,  in 
effect,  makes  the  use  of  a mechanical  killer  compulsory  for  all 
animals  usually  killed  for  food  in  slaughterhouses,  except 
sheep.  The  Bye-law  came  into  force  only  on  October  1st,  but 
there  seems  reason  to  hope  that  it  will  work  smoothly  and 
well.  The  rpiestion  of  including  sheep  was  deferred  for  a year. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  general  adoption  of  Section  160  of  the 
Bath  Corporation  Act,  which  absolutely  prohibits  the  inflation 
of  carcases,  has  been  attended  Avith  difficulties  which  are  not 
yet  overcome. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

An  analysis  of  notifications  received  and  cases  removed  to 
liospital  during  1926  in  relation  to  the  age  and  sex  of  the 
patients  is  given  on  page  37.  On  page  5,  notifications,  attack- 
rates,  deaths  and  death-rates,  of  the  principal  diseases  are 
summarised  and  the  figures  compared  with  similar  ones  for 
previous  years.  The  most  noteworthy  features  of  1926  were 
the  continued  prevalence  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  the  further 
diminution  of  the  low  diphtheria  rate  which  was  noted  during 
1925.  Further  information  in  regard  to  these  and  other  infec- 
tious diseases  are  given  below. 

Disinfection  of  rooms  occupied  by  patients  suffering  from 
Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  is  carried  out  as 
soon  as  the  patient  is  removed  to  Hospital,  or  is  stated  by  the 
doctor  to  have  recovered.  Routine  disinfection  is  also  under- 
taken in  connection  with  tuberculosis.  Facilities  for  the  cleans- 
ing of  persons  and  disinfection  of  clothing  infested  with  ver- 
min are  provided  at  the  Disinfecting  Station  at  the  Destructor 
Works. 

Scarlet  Fever.  Although  the  number  of  cases  notified  was 
less  than  in  1925  (232  instead  of  261)  it  was 
more  than  twice  the  average  of  the  previous  10  years.  For  the 
most  part,  it  was  of  a mild,  and  in  many  cases  of  an  anomalous 
type.  To  say  this,  is  to  give  a partial  explanation  of  its  preval- 
ence, since  under  such  circumstances  the  disease  may  escape 
detection  and  in  the  absence  of  measures  to  secure  isolation,  the 
patient  concerned  is  likely  to  be  the  innocent  cause  of  spread- 
ing it  to  others. 

The  “Dick”  test  has  not  been  used  by  the  Health  Depart- 
ment, but  I was  given  the  opportunity  of  co-operating  with  the 
Medical  Officers  of  the  Combe  Park  Orthopaedic  Hospital  in 
connection  with  a small  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  at  that  in- 
stitution. The  specific  serum  for  Scarlet  Fever  is  now  always 
available  at  the  Statutory  Hospital,  but  our  experience  has  not 
yet  been  sufficient  to  justify  an  expression  of  opinion  on  its 
value. 

Diphtheria.  19  cases  only  were  notified,  as  compared  with  46 
in  1925  and  an  average  of  over  80  during  the  pre- 
vious 10  years.  Although  one  is  scarcely  justified  yet  in 
expecting  this  relative  immunity  to  continue  it  is  certainly  a 
most  satisfactory  feature  in  connection  with  the  health  of  the 
City  at  the  present  time,  ft  should  be  added  that  new  methods  of 
dealing  with  diphtheria  from  the  point  of  view  of  prevention 
are  becoming  available  and  these  should  receive  careful  con- 
sideration, if  or  when  the  occasion  arises. 
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Antitoxin  is  always  available  at  the  Health  Office  for  use 
hy  private  practitioners  and  is  supplied  free  of  charge  in  suit- 
able cases.  30,000  units  in  all  were  distributed  during  1926. 
Immunisation  by  means  of  toxin-antitoxin,  or  other  similar 
injections,  was  not  used  during  the  year. 

Small-pox.  In  spite  of  the  large  number  of  cases  notified  from 
other  parts  of  the  country,  we  have  retained  our 
long  immunity  from  Small-pox  for  another  year.  As  we  have 
no  special  hospital  for  this  disease,  however,  it  is  advisable 
once  more  to  make  our  position  in  regard  to  it  quite  clear.  If 
cases  occurred,  it  would  be  necessary  to  isolate  them  at  the 
Statutory  Hospital  and  to  make  arrangements  for  dealing  with 
other  infections  elsewhere.  A provisional  scheme  has  been 
drawn  up  to  meet  an  emergency  of  this  kind  and  within 
reasonable  limits  would  he  adequate  for  the  purpose.  It  must 
be  realised,  however,  that  a difficult  situation  might  arise  if 
Small-pox  occurred  while  other  infectious  diseases  were  pre- 
valent in  epidemic  form.  Doubtless  means  could  he  devised 
to  meet  it,  hut  considerable  expenditure  might  he  involved. 

Vaccination.  No  vaccinations  were  performed  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  under  the  Public  Health 
(Small-pox)  Regulations,  1917. 

Enteric  or  Typhoid  Fever.  One  case  only  was  notified.  The 

Widal  test  showed  a positive  re- 
action for  Para  B.  The  patient  recovered. 


LABORATORY  WORK. 

The  City  undertakes  the  following  pathological  examina- 
tions free  of  cliarge  for  private  practitioners: — (a)  Diphtheria 
Swabs,  (h)  Blood  in  suspected  Typhoid,  (c)  Sputum  for  Tuber- 
cle Bacillus,  and  (d)  Blood  specimens  and  slides  in  suspected 
Venereal  Disease.

STATUTORY  HOSPITAL. 

This  Hospital  is  situated  on  Claverton  Down  about  a mile 
from  the  Combe  Down  tram  terminus.  The  grounds  are  about 
eight  acres  in  extent. 

About  70  patients  can  be  accommodated  in  case  of  need, 
though  the  air  space  available  would  not  then  be  satisfactory. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  acts  as  Medical  Superintend- 
ent and  is  also  responsible  for  the  treatment  of  the  patients. 

Infectious  cases  from  the  Bath  Rural  District  and  from  the 
Guardians  are  admitted  for  treatment  at  charges  agreed  upon 
between  the  Authorities  concerned.

Return  Cases.  It  is  the  common  experience  of  all  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospitals  that  on  rare  occasions  a 
fresh  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  develops  in  a house  to  which  a dis- 
charged patient  has  proceeded.  It  does  not  necessarily  follow 
that  this  is  a question  of  cause  and  effect.  In  any  case,  no  method 
has  yet  been  devised  to  bring  the  number  of  such  so-called  “re- 
turn cases”  below  an  average  which  is  usually  found  to  be 
about  3 per  cent.  A careful  enquiry  on  this  point  was  made  in 
regard  to  all  City  cases  admitted  to  Hospital  during  1926  (and 
carried  on  to  the  end  of  March,  1927).  In  view  of  the  con- 
tinued pressure  on  our  beds  and  of  the  somewhat  irregular 
type  of  disease  prevailing,  I should  not  have  been  surprised  at 
a rate  slightly  higher  than  usual.  Actually  it  proved  to  be 
2 per  cent,  and,  therefore,  rather  below  the  average. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Notifications.  103  new  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

This  is  17  more  than  in  1925.  Nearly  the  whole 
of  this  increase  is  in  respect  of  the  non-pulmonary  type  of 
disease  and  is  perhaps  due  to  the  greater  interest  taken  in 
crippling  defects,  now  that  facilities  for  orthopaedic  treatment 
are  readily  available.  In  any  case,  these  figures  should  be 
read  in  conjunction  with  those  relating  to  deaths. 

Of  the  103  cases,  74  were  pulmonary  and  29  non-pulmon- 
ary. An  analysis  according  to  age  and  sex  is  given  on  page  37. 

Of  the  103  cases  notified,  15  (all  pulmonary)  had  died  by 
31st  March,  1927,  7 within  three  months  of  notification.  36 
were  admitted  to  City  beds  at  Sanatoria  during  the  year,  32  to 
Winsley  and  4 elsewhere. 

Deaths.  The  number  of  deaths  during  1926  was  43  (pulmon- 
ary, 40;  non-pulmonary,  3).  This  gives  a death-rate 
of  0.62  per  1,000  living,  which  is  definitely  below  the  lowest 
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rate  hitliertu  recorded  (0.70  in  1923).  The  small  number  of 
deaths  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  (3),  in  spite  of  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  cases  notified,  was  especially  note- 
worthy. These  deaths  are  analysed  on  page  38  and  com- 
parisons witli  other  years  made  on  page  5. 

Six  of  the  41  patients  who  died  in  the  City  (there  were  two 
“inward  transfers”)  had  not  previously  been  notified.  All  but 
one  were  pulmonary.  Enquiries  were  made  in  all  cases.  In 
four  of  them  the  disease  was  of  long  standing  and  the  doctor 
in  attendance  at  the  time  of  death  thought  that  they  had  pre- 
viously been  notified.  In  the  other  two,  notification  was 
omitted  through  inadvertence.  It  will  be  seen  that  in  85  per 
cent,  of  all  deaths,  prior  notification  had  been  received;  in  1925 
the  corresponding  percentage  was  75. 

The  Dispensary  at  26,  Charles  Street  is  administered  entirely 
by  the  Somerset  County  Council,  one  of  whose 
Medical  Officers  attends  every  Monday  and  Friday.  It  is  at  the 
service  of  all  City  cases,  insured  and  non-insured,  and  also  for 
a few  County  patients  living  outside  the  boundary.  The  whole 
cost  is  charged  to  the  City,  except  that  in  respect  of  County 
cases  a pro  rata  deduction  based  on  attendances  is  made.  At- 
tendances for  1926  were  as  follows  : —

Milk  (and  occasionally  other  food)  is  distributed  to  necessi- 
tous cases  at  the  Council’s  expense. 

During  the  year  the  City  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  paid 
1,870  effective  visits,  as  well  as  being  in  regular  attendance 
with  the  Medical  Officer  at  the  Dispensary. 

Sanatorium  Treatment.  The  Council  has  purchased  and 

maintains  14  ])ecis  at  the  Winsley 
Sanatorium.  This  Institution,  for  cases  of  early  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  in  adults,  is  reserved  almost  exclusively  for  pati- 
ents from  Wiltshire,  Bath  and  Bristol. 

In  addition  to  this,  eight  beds  are  now  available  for  all 
types  of  tuberculous  disease  in  children  and  (since  August) 
three  for  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  adults,  in  institutions 
approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the  purpose.  Children 
suffering  from  crippling  defects  due  to  tuberculosis  are  sent 
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to  the  Combe  Park  Orthopaedic  Hospital.  During  1926,  44 
patients  were  discharged  from  Winsley  on  completion  of 
treatment,  5 from  Combe  Park,  5 from  children’s  sanatoria 
at  Fleet  and  Nayland,  1 from  the  Royal  Sea-Bathing  Hospital 
at  Margate,  and  3 ex-Service  men  from  Talgarth  and  Cefn 
Mably. 

The  Winsley  patients  were  classified  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  that  institution  on  discharge  as  follows:  —

Improved  14 

Not  improved  14 

No  residential  accommodation  for  cases  of  advanced  tuber- 
culosis is  provided  under  the  City  scheme,  but  two  special 
wards  are  set  apart  at  the  Guardians’  Institution  at  Frome 
Road  House  for  such  patients.  On  the  average,  about  5 beds 
were  in  occupation  during  1926. 

A certain  number  of  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis 
are  also  treated  at  the  Royal  United  Hospital.  No  contribution 
is  made  through  the  Health  Committee  either  to  the  Guardians 
or  to  the  Hospital. 

General  Observations.  The  Tuberculosis  Voluntary  Care 

Committee,  which  met  regularly  dur- 
ing the  year,  proved  to  be  a valuable  adjunct  to  other  activities. 
Employment  was  found  for  several  patients,  assistance  of 
other  kinds  given  to  many  more,  and  successful  educational 
propaganda  work  undertaken. 

Artificial  Light  Treatment  was  commenced  during  1926 
and  up  till  December  31st  had  been  used  in  11  cases  of  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis.  Treatment  is  given  under  careful 
medical  supervision  at  the  City  Bathing  Establishment  and 
has  proved  so  satisfactory  that  early  in  1927  it  was  felt  neces- 
sary to  apply  for  the  sanction  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  to 
extend  the  scheme. 

Dental  treatment  was  not  provided  under  the  Council’s 
scheme  during  1926,  but  the  Ministry’s  authority  to  carry  it  out 
in  certain  cases  has  since  been  received. 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  under  the  Public 
Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925.  No 
formal  use  was  made  of  the  power  given  under  Section  158 
of  the  Bath  Corporation  Act,  1925,  the  provisions  of  which  are 
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similar  to  Section  62  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925,  but  the 
knowledge  that  it  was  available  was  again  of  definite  value. 

VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

Uniler  the  Council’s  scheme  provision  is  made  for  free 
treatment  at  the  Royal  United  Hospital.  Three  Clinics  were 
held  each  week  from  5 to  6.30  p.m.,  on  Tuesdays  for  women, 
and  on  Fridays  and  Saturdays  for  men.  Treatment  can  also  be 
obtained  at  any  other  time,  night  or  day,  if  necessary.  The 
cases  dealt  with  are  mainly  those  from  Bath  and  from  the 
neighbouring  parts  of  Somerset  and  Wilts.  The  Hospital 
pays  all  expenses  and  makes  a pro  rata  charge  on  an  agreed 
scale  to  the  Authorities  concerned,  the  City’s  share  during  the 
year  ending  March  31st,  1927,  being  46  per  cent,  of  the  total.

CANCER. 

Under  the  Council’s  scheme,  which  was  referred  to  in 
my  last  Report,  application  for  assistance  was  made  in  respect 
of  14  patients  during  1926.  Two  were  removed  to  the  Forbes 
Fraser  Hospital,  where  they  were  cared  for  during  the  late 
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stages  uf  the  disease  in  a way  which  would  have  been  quite 
impossible  at  home.  In  nine  cases  the  cost  of  home  nursing 
was  paid  for  by  the  Council,  and  in  eight,  drugs  or  dressings 
were  provided.  Eight  of  these  patients  died  before  the  end 
of  the  year. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  Council’s  complete  scheme  for  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  includes  an  Ante-natal  Clinic,  the  supervision  of  Mid- 
wives, a District  Midwifery  Service,  a Maternity  Home,  a 
Health  Visiting  Department,  Infant  Welfare  Centres,  the  Pro- 
vision of  Milk  to  Mothers  and  Children,  and  a scheme  for 
dealing  with  crippling  defects.  As  the  various  activities  were 
described  at  some  length  in  the  Survey  Report  of  1925,  a sum- 
mary only  will  be  given  on  this  occasion. 

ANTE-NATAL  CLINIC. 

The  Clinic  is  held  on  Monday  afternoons  at  the  Rivers 
Street  Maternity  Home  and  is  taking  an  increasingly  important 
part  in  safeguarding  the  health  and  well-being  of  expectant 
mothers  in  the  City. 

During  the  year  48  sessions  were  held,  206*  new  patients 
were  seen,  and  a total  of  652  attendances  were  made.  In  addi- 
tion, the  City  Midwives  paid  1,366  visits  to  the  homes  of 
expectant  mothers.

A full  and  detailed  report  of  the  work  done  during  1926 
was  presented  to  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee

MIDWIVES. 

The  Local  Supervising  Authority  under  the  Midwives  Acts 
is  the  City  Council  which  acts  through  its  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Committee. 

During  1926  the  numlier  of  midwives  signifying  their  in- 
tention to  practise  in  the  City  was  21.  Three  of  them  had  been 
“in  practice  in  1901.’’  Ten  worked  solely  in  connection  with 
public  institutions. 

The  number  of  confinements  attended  by  all  midwives  was 
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653.  Six  attended  more  tlian  60  each  and  seven  less  than  10 
each.  On  444  occasions  no  doctor  was  present.  A doctor  was 
previously  engaged  in  44  cases,  and  was  called  in  owing  to 
some  emergency  for  the  remaining  165. 

Altogether  a doctor  was  called  in  under  the  Rules  of  the 
Central  Midwives  Board  on  190  occasions  for  various  emer- 
gencies in  connection  with  births  and  miscarriages.  These

City  Midwives.  Four  midwives  are  employed  by  the  Mater- 
nity Department  of  the  District  Nursing  In- 
stitute, for  which  the  Council  is  financially  responsible.  During 
the  year  they  attended  384  cases.

MATERNITY  HOME. 

A Maternity  Home  with  five  beds  was  opened  in  November 
1917,  at  44,  Rivers  Street.  The  nursing  arrangements  are 
carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the  Matron  of  the  Bath 
District  Nursing  Institute,  subject  to  the  control  of  a Com- 
mittee of  the  Council.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  the 
Medical  Superintendent.  By  a suitable  financial  adjustment 
with  the  Nursing  Institute,  the  whole  of  the  deficit  in  the  work- 
ing expenses  is  borne  by  the  City  Fees  are  charged  in  accord- 
ance with  the  patients’  ability  to  pay,  but  every  effort  is  m.ade 
to  encourage  the  use  of  the  Home  l)y  poorer  members  of  the 
community  for  whom  it  was  primarily  intended.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (CONDENSED  MILK)  REGULATIONS, 

1923. 

Seven  samples  were  submitted  for  analysis  under  the  above 
Regulations — six  of  full  cream  sweetened  Condensed  Milk 
and  one  of  machine-skimmed  sweetened  condensed  milk.  All 
were  certified  as  genuine,  the  full  cream  samples  contained 
the  necessary  9 per  cent,  of  milk  fat  and  31  per  cent,  of  total 
milk  solids,  and  the  machine-skimmed  contained  the  26  per 
cent,  of  milk  solids  as  required  by  the  Regulations.  All  the 
samples  were  free  from  metallic  contamination  and  were 
labelled  in  conformity  with  the  requirements. 

BUTTER  AND  MARGARINE  ACT,  1907. 

Under  the  above  Act  one  application  was  received  for  the 
registration  of  premises  as  a Butter  factory.  After  inspection 
a certificate  of  registration  was  issued. 

SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS. 

Under  the  above  Acts  210  samples  were  submitted  to  the 
Public  Analyst  wlio  certified  200  genuine  and  10  adulterated. 

The  samples  taken  in  previous  years  were: — 1921 — 84; 
1922—107;  1923—116;  1924—116;  1925—130. 
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The  articles  analysed  were; — Baking  powder,  1;  Beef 
suet,  2;  Butter,  31;  Coffee,  3;  Condensed  Milk,  7;  Corn  flour,  3; 
Cream  (preserved),  15;  Cream  (not  preserved),  6;  Fruit  wine, 
6;  Jam,  2;  Lard,  5;  Magarine,  10;  Milk,  110;  Olive  oil,  1;  Pepper, 
2;  Self-raising  flour,  3;  Vinegar,  3. 

The  average  percentage  of  fat  contained  in  the  110  samples 
of  milk  was  3.9  which  is  well  above  the  3.0  per  cent,  prescribed 
by  the  Sale  of  Milk  Regulations.  Nine  samples  were  certified 
as  “adulterated  by  fat  abstraction”;  the  deficiency  ranged  from 
2.59  to  2.97,  the  average  being  2.84.  All  the  milk  samples  were 
free  from  artificial  colouring  and  chemical  preservatives. 

Eight  samples  of  butter  contained  Boric  preservative  but 
ttie  amount  in  any  case  did  not  exceed  the  0.5  per  cent,  allowed 
by  the  Regulations.  One  informal  sample  was  certified  to  con- 
tain 1.5  per  cent,  excess  moisture;  subsequent  samples  were 
found  to  be  genuine.  The  self-raising  flours  were  all  genuine 
flours,  free  from  alum  and  excess  moisture. 

Three  fruit  wines  were  free  from  poisonous  metals  and 
chemical  preservatives.  The  others  contained  Salicylic  Acid  or 
similar  chemical  preservative  but  not  in  excessive  amount.

The  increase  in  the  number  of  complaints  is  due,  probably, 
to  the  flooded  state  of  the  river  and  to  the  various  drainage  and 
other  works  carried  out  in  connection  with  the  extermination 
of  rats,  which  have  driven  the  rats  to  seek  fresh  outlets  in 
other  quarters. 

Many  persons  have  not  yet  realised  that  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  occupier  to  use  every  endeavour  to  rid  his  premises  of 
rats.  A large  number  of  the  complaints  were  not  of  a serious 
nature  and  could  not  be  regarded  as  “infestation”;  many  re- 
lated to  casual  visits  of  stray  rats  to  food  stores,  fowl  runs, 
etc.,  in  search  of  food.  In  these  cases  trapping  and  the  laying 
of  poison  baits,  together  with  the  protection  of  food  stuffs  and 
the  exercise  of  a little  care  on  the  part  of  the  complainants, 
generally  effected  a clearance.  Several  complaints  were  in 
respect  of  hollow  walls,  refuse  heaps,  and  the  banks  of  streams. 
The  use  of  sulphur  dioxide  proved  most  effective  in  these  cases 
and  in  very  few  instances  have  second  complaints  been  re- 
ceived. Disused  and  unknown  stone  drains  and  sewers,  old 
arches  which  have  been  walled  off  from  the  premises  and  are 
no  longer  in  use,  as  well  as  defective  drains  and  sewers,  have 
been  the  chief  causes  of  complaint.  These  have  been  dealt 
with  and  the  necessary  works  of  repair  or  reconstruction  have 
been  carried  out.  All  complaints  are  thoroughly  investigated, 
drains  are  tested,  and  advice  and  assistance  given  in  every  case. 

In  an  old  City  like  Bath  the  problem  of  rat  extermination 
is  a difficult  one,  and  as  long  as  there  are  so  many  underground 
harbours  for  them,  it  will  be  some  years  before  anything  like 
a complete  clearance  is  effected.
